Mrs. Grace Livingston Hill, author 
of many popular romantic novels, will 
be the speaker at the Narberth Pres- 
byterian Church on Sunday evening 
at 7:45.

Her first 
story to be published was written at 
the tender age of ten years. 

During her early years she was sur- 
rounded by influences conducive to 
writing. Her mother was Marcia 
Macdonald, the author of beautiful 
romances, and her mother's sister was 
Mrs. Alden, better known to her public 
as "Pansy/' Her father was the Rev. 
Charles M. Livingston, a Presbyterian 
minister and a frequent contributor to 
religious periodicals. In later years 
she married the Rev. T. G. F. Hill, a 
Presbyterian minister of ability and 
prominence. 

There is a buoyant spirit about Mrs. 
Hill's life and books which has proved 
an inspiration to many,

(morning in particular) was the news- 
paperman's idea of the ultimate in 
proximity to perfection in journalism.

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Spare the Trees! 

The public sentiment which has been aroused by the circulation of 
petitions in the township urging. the preservation of the trees along the 
unimproved portions of Gulph Road in Bryn Mawr gives striking evi- 
dence of the feeling of the residents for the natural beauty of the section. 

Part of the road in question, from Montgomery Avenue to Fishers 
Road, is not on the township's highway program for this year, so that 
fears for the trees that line it may be groundless. The matter, however, 
is one which affects the whole of the township since road improvements, 
in the way of resurfacing streets, widening and laying of new curbing 
is going on continually in one section or another. 

It would seem that improvements could he made, streets widened, 
etc., without cutting down trees which constitute an unreplaceable asset 
to a suburban community. When Montgomery Avenue was widened 
in the summer of 1928. sidewalks were so laid that often they went 
around trees which otherwise would have been removed. This method 
should be followed wherever possible. 

The present controversy calls to mind the necessity for the creation 
of a Shade Tree Commission for Lower Merion to have jurisdiction over 
all trees along roadways and on public lands. 

Such a body should work in conjunction with the Highway Depart- 
ment. When highway improvements are contemplated which involve 
widening of an existing roadway, it should be consulted and should have 
final authority in the matter of removal of trees. 

Such a body is also necessary to keep the trees along public streets 
in the best possible condition, to act in an advisory capacity in the matter 
of planting trees in new developments, and to regulate the pruning of 
trees along the roadside by utility companies. 

Residents of the Main Line are primarily interested in the section as 
a charming place to live. The removal of trees, straightening of winding 
roads, and creation of speedways is not the way to enhance the commu- 
nity's natural advantages. 

No Cause for Alarm 

The report of the chemist of the Lower Merion Board of Health 
at the meeting of that body on Monday night showed that Springfield 
water, which is served Main Line residents, is not quite up to the high 
standards usually maintained. 

1 f there was any serious danger the Board would lose no time in 
letting the public know of the condition and advise citizens of what 
precautions to take. 

Elaborate precautions, including daily tests in its own laboratories, 
are conducted by the Philadelphia Suburban Water Company to main- 
tain the quality of its product. Serving forty-nine municipalities in 
the suburbs, the Water Company has a fine reputation for good water 
and will not consciously jeopardize it. 

Again in the Lists 

The decision of the Lower Merion School authorities permitting the 
basketball team to enter the State tournament, in which they were run- 
ners-up last year, is one that meets with universal acclaim. 

The record of the team, with fifteen straight victories, and but one 
defeat, and that in its opening game of the season, is an enviable one and 
well worthy of the school and its athletic traditions. 

So the Maroon team, with its third suburban league title tucked 
safely away, will begin the pursuit of the State championship next Satur- 
day night with the best wishes of the entire Main Line. 

More power to you, Lower Merion. 



At Our Door 

The first robin is reported by someone or other nearly every day 
beginning with January 1. Unfortunately, enough of our summer birds 
brave the winters to confuse us when we try to use them as an index to 
the seasons. 

But when the first of March arrives, signs and portents take on a 
real significance. During the past week the yards and trees have seen 
the return of flocks of purple grackles. Robins, meadow larks, doves and 
other early arrivals are appearing in small numbers. Sweet peas can be 
planted on the 17th, so spring is at our door.

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Sowing seeds indoors, to get an 
early start on the garden, is a thrill- 
ing and exacting procedure. In these 
days of thrift, when many plants are 
wanted and our garden budgets art 
small, patience and care will be re- 
warded if we provide the proper con 
ditions. 

Soil for seeds may be mixed by 
using one part garden loam, one pari 
sand and two parts of fine leaf soil or 
commercial humus, finely screened 
peat moss may be substituted for the 
latter. These materials should be well 
mixed and screened; fertilizers are not 
to be used in the mixture. 

Earthen bulb pans four inches or 
five inches in diameter and three inches 
deep are best. They can be con- 
veniently moistened by setting the pot? 
in shallow water and moistening from 
the bottom up, instead of washing the 
seeds out by watering on top. Less 
damping-off-fungus will result with 
this method. Seeds of Petunias and 
Snapdragons are very fine and art 
barely pressed into the surface of the 
soil. Sow seeds only twice their 
depth. 

A greenhouse is ideal, a sun-porch 
1 is second choice, the hot-bed third and 
j a sunny window the next best. The 
| very heat that fools the seeds into be- 
lieving that summer is here will of 
I course dry out the soil so that dail> 
j examination and watering will bt 
j found necessary. 

t Constant moisture with heat and 
| darkness are the only requirements foi 
the seeds until they break through 
This can be accomplished by covering 
the pots with a piece of slate or with 
paper and glass. The young seedlings 
will want moisture with heat and ven 
tilation. Moist atmopshere is best foi 
plants in any stage. 

Flower pots or cigar boxes may be 
used but the shallow pots are a lasting 
investment. For sheer adventure try 
seeds of dahlias or hardy chrysanthe 
mums. No telling exactly what coloi 
they will be, but they will flower in 
late summer and the better tubers 01 
plants can be saved. 

* * * 

Rock gardeners may raise many 
plants from seed. The cold frame h 
probably best for perennial seeds, bm 
a selection may be made from the foi 
lowing — Arabis (single only), Armeria 
Formosa, Alyssum Saxatile Silvei 
Queen, Aubrietia Hybrids, Campanula 
Carpatica (blue or white), Dianthus 
Caesius, Hclianthemum (Rock Rose) ; 
Primula Auricula, Primula Vulgaris, 
Sapouaria Ocymoides, Tunica Saxi* 
fraga and Violas. All of these, except 
ing the Primulas and Violas, can be 
used in the dry wall, which, by the 
bye, is a form of gardening too seldom 
seen. 

* * * 

Only two more weeks of winter— 
which reminds us that about mid- 
March is the time to go over the lawn 
with a heavy roller to press back the 
sod that has been heaved by frost. 
The water ballast type of roller is 
most convenient. 

* * * 

Pruning. Here is a subject: When 
in doubt, don't prune. Shrubs should 
be pruned after they have flowered. 
In springtime, when the leaves are off 
and the handy man does not know one 
shrub from another, it is safer to wait 

Climbing and pillar roses should no* 
be pruned in spring. If they must be 
cut do not cut any green stems — these 
are the flowering canes of the coming 
summer. Prune climbing roses aftei 
flowering — July or August is the time 

Keep the mulch on the rock garden 
on perennial beds, and keep the cover 
on rose beds. They need protection 
from the sun at this season. This is 
also the season when boxwood is likely 
to be burned with warm sun yind 
frozen soil. 

Evergreen sprays are to be applied 
in early April, when the weather i« 
mild and before spring growth starts. 
The column will keep you posted.

In 1690 the bed of Gulf Road was 
a pathway for man or horse, a "line of 
communication" between Old Lan- 
caster Avenue and Gulf Mills. The 
settlers from Upper Merion delivered 
their grain over the Gulf Road to the 
mill; it was then ground and carried 
to Philadelphia. 

John, 2d, died in 1721, aged less than 
26 years. His son, John Roberts, 3d, 
in 1743 obtained a patent for his 
father's estate on Mill Creek. Here 
he built, in 1746, a stone grist mill, 
probably replacing the older building.

The land adjacent to Mill Creek, 
Gulf Road, Righter's Mill Road and 
McClenachan s Mill Road is almost as 
wild and primitive today as it was in 
1690 when the Haverford Meeting 
made a tax of one shilling per 100 
acres toward the taking of "woolves. 

Before the coming of Penn and the 
Welsh Friends to Pennsylvania, the 
Swedes had established trading settle- 
ments on the Delaware and Schuylkill 
Rivers. They carried on a considerable 
fur trade with the Indians. Beaver 
pelts were the principal product of the 
streams flowing into the rivers; such 
creeks as Mill and Gulley Run were 
the breeding places of the beaver. 

On September 15, 1681, William 
Pcnn sold to John and Thomas Wynn 
5000 acres of land in Pennsylvania for 
100 Pounds Sterling. On May 5, 1682, 
they sold 500 acres for 10 Pounds to

John Roberts, of Wales; about 380 
acres of this purchase is the plantation 
we shall discuss. 

John Roberts, millwright, settled in 
Merion in 1682 and erected (about 
1690) the first grist mill in what is now 
Montgomery County. He named it the 
"Wayn Mills." The site of the first 
mill is on Gulf Road, about 300 yards 
below the tenth milestone. About 1690 
he built a log cabin where Gulf Road 
and Ardmore Avenue meet. The house 
now there is marked 1690, but it has 
been modernized. 

In 1690 he married Elizabeth Owen, 
aged 16 years. 

The John Roberts and Edward 
Jones plantations are shown on a sec- 
tion of the Holmes map surveyed about 
1688. 

John Roberts died in 1704, leaving 
three children. One, John, 2d, on 
coming of age, fell heir to the dwelling 



As early as 1758 he built a paper mill, 
where the old mill now stands on the 
J. Crosby Brown property on Mill 
Creek. Just before the Revolution he 
built a stone dwelling on the Gulf 
Road between Ardmore Avenue and 
the old mill. The house is still stand- 
ing and bears the date stone "J. J- R-t 
1771." 

After the death of John Roberts, 3d, 
the plantation passed through several 
hands, and on May 19, 1797, was sold 
to George McClenachan. From our 
1688 and 1851 reproduction of the 
Roberts-McClenachan land we can give 
the exact boundaries of this tract as 
it is today. It was bounded by Right- 
er's Mill Road on the east; then a 
straight line north along the property 
on the 1851 map marked Evan Jones, 
now owned by J. Crosby Brown; then

Original Bala-Cynwyd P. O. 
Was Part of Store Run by 
Uncle of Postmaster Now 



Premature but expressive of best 
wishes is a basket of flowers placed in 
the Rala-Cynwyd Post Office this 
week, by the clerks and carriers. It 
marks the ninth anniversary of Joseph 
F. Dolan, Jr., as postmaster for Bala- 
Cynwyd, the tenth anniversary of his 
connection with the post office at Cyn- 
wyd, and the twenty-first anniversary 
of Miss Martha Lukens as clerk at 
the Cynwyd Post Office. 

So long have Mr. Dolan and Miss 
Lukens served that the employees 
thought their anniversary was the first 
of March, instead of the first of May. 
It was in April, 1921, that the Bala 
and Cynwyd Post Offices were com- 
bined, and until April 30, 1922, Mr. 
Dolan, who had been postmaster in 
Bala, served in Cynwyd under Charles 
Hansell, the Qynwvd postmaster. On 
May 1, 1922, Mr. Hanscll's term ex- 
pired, and Mr. Dolan took charge. 

Now a second-class post office, Bala- 
Cynwyd was years ago a fourth-class 
one. Mr. Dolan can remember when 
his uncle, James E. Dolan, was one- 
man post office clerical and delivery 
force combined. History of the office 
is interesting: 

Nearly forty years ago the Academy 
Post Office was conducted by James 
Dolan in the general store, now occu- 
pied by the Crossways Gift Shop, on 
Montgomery Pike west of Old Lancas- 
ter Road. Following Mr. Dolan was 
El wood H. Lukens, under whose re- 
gime both the store and post office 
expanded. At that time Merionville 
was the largest village in Lower Mer- 
ion, outside of Ardmore. Mr. Lukens 
was the last postmaster there. The 
section northeast of what is now Mont- 
gomery Pike and Old Lancaster 
Road's corner, was at that time re- 
nowned for the Lower Merion Acad- 
emy, founded 1812, and still standing, 
on Academy Road, just behind the 
Cynwyd Public School. 

Bala's first postmaster was John J. 
Riddle, ticket agent at the Bala Sta- 
tion, who was retired January 31 of 
this year by the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
after having served at Bala for forty- 
six years and two months. 

Mrs. Joseph J. Skelton was the first 
Cynwyd postmistress. Charles Hansell 
followed her in 1913, and served for 
eight years. He is now a proprietor of 
Hansell Brothers' automobile service 
station on Montgomery Pike, Narberth. 

When his term expired, the pres- 
ent postmaster took charge of the com- 
bined Bala-Cynwyd Post Office.

Radnor's Budget. Radnor Township 
will spend $168,000 in 1931, according 
to the budget adopted at the meeting 
of the Radnor Township Board of 
Commissioners.

to Participate Again in State Tourney 



Objectionable Features of Last 

Year's Series Have Been 

Ironed Out.

The Lower Merion School authori- 
ties have decided to permit the cham- 
pionship basketball team which sports 
the Maroon and White to enter the 
State tournament again this year. 
There has been considerable doubt as 
to whether they would have the oppor- 
tunity to go into the play-offs this 
season, due to a School Board ruling 
and to the objectionable features which 
were present last yean 

The friction caused last year was 
due to inadequate gymnasium facilities 
for the games, poor management in 
arranging the games at definite places 
far enough ahead for the schools to 
make proper arrangements for the con- 
tests, and other minor matters. These 
objections have been ironed out this 
year, and Superintendent S. E. Downs 
has granted the team permission to 
enter the contests. 

Mr. Downs' statement reads: 

"For several weeks, there has been 
considerable discussion relative to the 
advisability of permitting the basket- 
ball team to represent this district in 
the State utronament. Many of the 
features found so objectionable last 
year have been removed, at least in 
part. 

"Our regular schedule was shorter 
and not so strenuous as that of last 
year and it was further reduced by the 
abandonment of the Pennsylvania 
tournament. 

"The team is in good physical condi- 
tion, the average scholastic work to 
date is creditable and neither the boys 
nor the other students have been han- 
dicapped by the tension of impending 
contests or through diversion of inter- 
est from more important work. 

"At least a part of the friction, due 
to poor planning for contests and non- 
selection of certain adequate gymna- 
siums in ample time, has been avoided. 

"The scheduling of the early con- 
tests at the week-ends and immediately 
preceding our Schoolmen's Week vaca- 
tion removes other objections which 
were valid last year. 

"The boys of the team ha e earned 
the right to represent Suburban Phila- 
delphia and we hope that they may 
advance one game nearer the cham- 
pionship than did Lower Merion' s 
representatives yast year." 

Lower Merion' s first game in quest 
of the State title will be with Palmer- 
ton, of the Lehigh League, at Allen- 
town on Saturday, March 14. This is 
the same team that Lower Merion met 
and defeated last year. 

If successful in this contest, the 
Maroon will face Atlentown in the 
Lafayette College gym at Easton the 
following Wednesday night.
